Exhibition For South America 


Canada To Participate In British 
Empire Trade Exhibition At 
Buenos Alres In 1931 

Canada's official participation in 
the six weeks British Empire trade 
exhibition, to be held at Buenos’ 
Aires, Argentine, in the «spring of 
1931 was announced by the départ- 
ment of trade and commerce’ ré+ 
cently. 

Canada has been allotted a 
separate pavilion with a floor space 
of nearly 40,000 square feet. This 
pavilion is to be remodelled by the 
Canadian exhibition commission and 
a new facade will “be erected, the 
sculpture thereon to be suitably em- 
blematic of Canada. This pavilion is 
in one of the choicest locations of the 
park and will be a striking monu- 
ment of Canada's trade aggressive- 
ness in South America. Copies of 
the pyespectus of the exhibition have 
already been distributed By the De- 
partment of Trade and Commerce to 
the Canadian Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, Boards of Trade and Cham- 
bers of Commerce in Canada.

: When Co-operation Should Prevail ; 


The 1929 crop season in Western Canada would seem to present a rare 
opportunity for a further development .of that spirit of co-operation which 
has been such a notable and satisfactory feature of Western economic 
history during the last twenty-five years. Not only is there now opportunity 
for such. further development, but the existing situation undoubtedly calls | 
for the practice to the fullest extent of the principle of co-aperation to 
which tens of thousands of our Western people have devoted their 
allegiance. 


While it may yet be early to predict just what the outcome of this 
year’s harvest operations in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta Will 
disclose, it is now well known that in quantity of grain production there 
will be an enormous decline as compared with 1928. The quality may be 
higher, and prices substantially better, and in the final result the amount 
of money paid to Western grain growers may not fall so greatly below 
last year’s figures, as many have feared and as seemed altogether probable. 

But the fact remains that the distribution of crop money will not be 
nearly so general as in the last few years. Some sections of the West, and 
the farmers resident therein, will receive more money for their labor than 
they did a year ago. But, on fhe other hand, other sections will receive

He says the analysis of samples 
has proved that in many districts 
the prairie soils contain the elements 
of fertility in such a degree that they 
rank. among the richest of known 
soils.

The request was made with all 
solemnity, and the paying agent was 
up against quite a problem, accord- 
ing to the version of the affair which 
has reached The Pas. However, the 
agent told his red-skin friends that 
there was little chance of the tracks 
to Churchill being. tern up for their 
sake, at the same time assuring 
them that the government would not 
allow them to starve on account of 
a fur shortage.. 

The Indians accepted the agent's 
promise that he would do all he could 


‘The York Factory tribe claims 
that the white people Lving at 
Churchill will stop white foxes from 
coming further down the coast and 
thereby the chief standby .of their 
fur catch would be cut off. 

The protest of the Factory Indians 
has caused discussion in the north 
and has again raised the problem of 
further aid to the Indians in times 
of stress, The fur catch has been 
light all over Manitoba in the past 
few days, and several of the Indian 
tribes have been in distressing cir- 
cumstances, .

Found Near Japan 


Discovery of a vast ocean trough 
near Japan, more than five miles 
deep in one place and rankirig as the 
‘sixth »gteatest submarine’ depth 
known to man, is welcomed by scien- | 
tists as shedding increased light on 
the earthquake history of the region. 

Centers of earthquake activity are 
found in the neighborhood of ocean 
deeps. Fissures generally ‘indicate 
weaknesses in the earth’s crust that 
will give way under conditions of) 
stress and strain. : 

The trough was found by scientists | 
aboard the “Carnegie,” non-fnagnetic | 
ship of the Carnegie Institute, of | 
Washington, as they were cruising! 
due north from Guam to Yokohoma, | 
Japan, | 

It measured 28,380 feet in depth! 
for a distance of nine miles.

Weighs Canadian Outlook 
Bank Of Montreal Says Other Items 
Wilt Offset Small Wheat Crop 

Canadian prosperity will not be 
affected by the failure of the wheat 
crop this year because of numerous 
favorable features in the commer- 
cial field at large, according to a 
business summary issued by the 
Bank of Montreal. The -report esti- 
mates the wheat crop at 300,000,000 
bushels, with a possibility that it may 
not reach this figure, which will be 
the smallest crop of wheat in Canada 
since 1924, when the yield amounted 
to 262,097,000 bushels. The report 
says: 

.“In the five years elapsed since the 
partial crop failure of 1924, a large 
development of Canadian resources, 
industry and trade has occurred, but- 
tressing business against a single 
untoward factor, In that period im- 
mense strides have been made in 
harnessing water powers, in news- 
print production, in motor-car indus- 
tries, in the fabrication of iron and 
steel, in output of minerals and in 
all deparments of domestic trade, 
aggregate wealth of the nation is 
greater than ever before. Midsum- 
mer, formerly 4 slack season in busi- 
ness, now ,brings a large influx of 
tourists, whose expenditures enliven 
many branches, and this year the in- 
vasion is making a new high record. 
Viewing the commercial field at 
large, it can, indeed, be said that 
favorable features outnumber the un- 
favorable and that the volurhe of 
commodity production and distribu- 
tion is at the highest level.” 


Forty Bird Sanctuaries 

Forty bird sanctuaries have been 
reserved in Canada by the Depart- 
ment of the Inferior under 
Migratory Birds Convention Act, 
which is the Federal law for the pro- 
tection of migratory birds. There 
are also fifty-one public shooting 
grounds reserved by the: Dominion 
Government in Western Canada. 
Shooting is allowed on these latter 
areas in the open season,

Establishment ‘of a penal institu- 
tion for young people not hardened 
in the ways of crime will be brought 
about within two years, in the opin- 
fon of Gen, St. Pierre Hughes, in- 
spector of Canadian penal institu- 
tions. 

Although. the matter has been dor- 
mant since it was first brought up 
in 1895, the Dominion Government 
has now appropriated money for the 
establishment of the juveniles, re- 
formatory or penitentiary, and the 
institution will be established some- 
where near Kingston, Gen. Hughes 
believes. Young people who must be 
punished will, through this new in- 
stitution, be segregated from older 
and more hardened criminals, in- 
stead of being thrown amongst them 
as is done under present conditions.

Making Gasoline From Trees 
Two Chicago Doctors Claim Produo- 
tion Of Anti-Knock Motor Fuel _ 


“Gasoline” made from trees is an- 
nounced ‘in a report to the American 
Chemical Society by Dr, Jacque 0. 
Morrel and Dr. Gustav Egloff of 
Chicago. 

They have produced an anti-knock 
motor fuel from the tar in the Doug- 
Jas fir. While this fuel now is in the 
laboratory stage, the report says it 
can be made in commercial quantt- 
ties from present wood waste. 

“The development. of a practical 

and economic means of converting 
wood wagte into motor fuels,” says 
the report, “has a deeper significance 
than the immediately. important fac- 
tor of conservation—it provides a 
source of motor fuels for the future 
which is under the direct control of 
man. : 
“Our great storehouses of poten- 
tial motor fuel from petroleum, coal 
and oil shales are \ heritages from 
past ages, while wood tars and other 
vegetables are producibile under 
controlled conditions. any 

“Approximately 24 per cent. of the 

standing tree is converted into use- 
ful products, while 76 per ‘cent. is 
wasted. ‘ ‘ 
. “As an example of the possibill- 
ties of the utilization of this waste, 
from an sadlies annual yield of 7,- 
500,000,000 board feet of Dougles fir 
the equivalent of 2,500,000 cords or 
4,200,000 tons is available for de- 
structive distillation, yielding the 
following: 

“Turpentine and light ofls, 8,500,- 
000 gallons; tar, 70,000,000 gallons; 
wood alcohol, 9,780,000 gallons; 
acetate of lime, 187,500,000 ponuds; 
charcoal, 2,440,000. pounds. And a 
large yield of gas for fuel. 

“The 70,000,000 gallons of tar will 
produce by cracking according to 
present research, 23,300,000 gallons. 
of motor fuel equal in anti-knock 
properties to benzine.”
